The species are independent or distinct because the related inventions are distinct 
if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do 
not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are 
not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.050). 

In the instant case species i and ii are materially different in embodiment designs 
as explained in the specification. Species of Fig. 9 is different in mode of operation, 
function and effect as to perform disc defect management to facilitate the verify-after- 
write method, which is ndi*an obvious variant of species of Fig.8. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims drawn to a plurality of species with no 
generic claims. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
